Because I had no prior 
medical problems, they then found out I had cardiomyopathy = and 
arthroclerosis, heart muscle shot - never to get better and artery 
blockages some 100%, probably from smoking!!! Luckily @nough, I quit 
cold turkey two years ago, otherwise I may have not made it. 


They put me on the donor list June 90 and I had the transplant June 
1, 1991. In that year, I kept myself in good shape by never overdoing 
anything and a bunch of pills to keep my heart running strong enough to 
keep all organs functioning well. If your lungs start to deteriorate, 
you may never see that transplant day. I am avery, very lucky person 
to have survived that year.
